of the convention, however, was the 
formation of an advisory committes 
to the League to des! with all matters 
relating to the traffic in women ond 
children. - Part of this ‘committee's 
work is to consider the reports sentin 
by all the goveruments who: have 
signed the “convention, giving: in- 
formation about everything connected 
with the traffic in women and 
children, about cases which have 
occurred in their countries, and about 
legislative and other stepa: taken to 
combatit.

MURDER TRIAL. 


HEARING FINISHED. 


PRISONER SENTENCED TO DEATH. 
Thr trist of the former Sanitary 
Board caclie Mak Wa 01 9 chazge of 
having murdered a cargo coolie two 
years ogo reached its closing stages 
to-day alter a three days’ hearing. 
The acting Puisne Judgo presided 
and the Crown case was conducted 
by the Attorney General (tho Hon. 
Mr. J. H. Kemp K.0.), with tho 
Assistant Crown Solicitor (Mr. T. BM. 
Hazlerigg). Mr, Eleley Zeitlyn (in- 
ttructed by Mr. Leo D’Almada) de- 
fended the prisoner. aa 
Addressing the jury this morning, 
Mr, Zeitlyn said that it had been fully 
and amply catablished that the 
prisoner did go to Siam three days 
before the murder was committed, 
The Attorney General had made a very 
remarkable atatement which, were it 


true, might affect any number of 
persons. Mr. Kemp had said that tho

Wes a suspicious circumstance, ‘ 

that is eo,” counse! declared, “it 
would mean that the further the man 
was from the sxene of the murder the 
greater would be the suspicion that 
would attach to him.”

Puisve Judge said: Tne jary have 
considered the evidence on this in- 
dietment an. they have unanimously 
brought you in guilty of murder. [ 
have listened to the evidenos with 
them ant L wish to say that I do not 
dissent from their verdict. It ia my 
duty now to pass the. sentence 
prescribed for your offence. 

When His Honour had pronounced 
the death sentence the prisoner, as he 
was being removed from the dook, 
declared. ‘I om falsely accused!”

‘WHAT THE CHINESE PAPERS 
"ARE SAYING. 


HONGKONG’ KNITTING FACTORIES, 
The first Chineso knitting factory 
commenced operating sometima about 
1904 and was the only onein existence 
tills few years before the Rovolution 
in 1911, when o‘hers sprang up. Until 
1911, knitting was an. onimportant 
Hongkong industry, but-with the new 
ideas the Chinese have scquired since 
then it has made rapid progress and 
there are at present sevon or eight 
concerns with a working capital of 
jover $200,000, five or six of between 
$100,000 apd $200,000, ang over fitte 
smaller factorfea worth 
$100,000, This increase ia dae partly’ 
to'the trend of requirements and 
partly to the desire of capitalists to 
embark in enterprises catering for a 
supply of modero goods. The 
result has been that from an unpre- 
tentious beginning this industry now 
occupies an important position, in 
Hougkong’s commerce, the factories 
providing employmet for..workers. if 
‘huodreds- ‘and thousands, writes. the 

local Wah Tave®7at Po, ~ °° 
Competition has sprung up in Can- 
ton acd its suburb, Honam, where 
there are over two hundred knitting’ 
factories. Fatshan lao posssases 
over ote hundred favtories, Hand 
machines are mostly used in Canton, 
wlere the output must, necessarily, be 
slower; however, there seems no 
objection to delay as it is reckoned 
that it iscaunterbalauced by a saving 
in machinery operat‘ou.  Tfonam and 
Fatshan produce, mestly, towela and 
cloth. whereas Honykong specialises in 
warm singlets, cotton singlets and 
socks snd stochingr. There are, at 
presezit, in the whole of Kwangtuog 
province, over one thousand factories 
turning: out articles of cotton manu. 
facture and providing employment 
fot over ore bundr.d thousand hsnda, 
male and female, «ach earsing on an 
average thirty cents per day. Ua- 
fortuna ely, this is not a manufacture 
of home produce. China dovs not 
produce in suitahle or svificient 
quantities, the dyes and" raveotton 
required for the industry, .The 
facto ies have to depend, for their 
eupplies, onforeign countries and the

_ The knitting industry bas bad its 
vicissitudes, With the beginning of 
the Great War. in Europe in 1914 
te ba-iness prospered but towards 
1917 when the shortage of shipping 
was most acute the factories were 
hompered by the difficu'ty of 
secoring dyes. The fluotuations of 
foreiga exchange in 1919-1920 caused 
more bad times for the industry 
as the prices of imported produce 
were goveroed by the rise and fall ia 
exohange. The year 1921 was the 
worst inthe bistory of the knitting 
factories, With the general doptes- 
sion in trado, came the slump in 
demand; purchasers were few aod far 
between and it is, ¢atimated that. over | 
80 per cent. of Hurgkouy’s factories 
saffered losses in disposing of the'r 
atocke instead of tying money up. 


There bas be:m no improvement in 
conditions this yesr. ‘The presence 
of. Garman and Japanese goods has 
becn {elt and competition is keen ; 
although the-German: and Japanesa 
articles -are-iuferior, thay are very 
much cheaper. afd’ .theréfors find o 
readier market. Japan mode the 
most of her opportunity during the 
war, building up a steady demand 
and developing markets for ber 
manufactures when most nations were 
engaged in strife. With the cessation 
of the war, the nations ara trying to 


pote with the imported. There are 
also a few factories which do not 
employ Union workers. They enjoy 
cheaper Jabour and ore enabled tq 
turn ont more economical products.

REUNION IN COURT AFTER 
NEARLY 40 YBARS. 


Ono of tho moat remarkable of mat 
rimonial cases has come befure the 
Bungay magistrates. A' fortnight ago. 
David Pulford, tobsacconist and 
atationer, of Hornsoy-road. Holloway, 
London, was summoned for neglect- 
ing to maintain his wife, Tn conse- 
quence of no order being mado, he has 
now beon eummoned for deserting her, 

Thy question at issue was whether 
the parties were man and wife, 

At tho outset the Chairmon of the 
Bonch asked Palford; “Do you admit 
that the woman in the witness box is 
the woman you marrird yeare ago?” 

Pulford ; I don’t recogniee her, 

The woman, giving evidence, gaid: 
"J was married to Pulford in Marob 
1883, and Tom absolutely certain he 
is my husband. Wo lived at Dovar- 
court for nine months, where a child 
wasborn, In 1884 I entered an asy- 
tam, and w’en I camo out ET was un- 
able to find my husband, who had 
sold up the homo and Ieft. the town.” 

In ervas-examination, sha eaid sho 
became ineano as the result 
of th: birth of her child, and she had 
becn in the asylum altogether for 
about ceventcen yeare. Two or threo 
years ngo sho first hoard that her 
husband waa going to Gisleham, and 
the reason why eho did not go to him 
was because it was her husband’s 
place to come tu her. . 

Do you agree that for something 
liks 30 years you had no commanica- 
tion with your husband until you 
raw him in this court, and that you 
did not speak to him until then ?— 
Tt was his place to look me up. 

AN .THER WOMAN, 


Answering o further question, che 
said she did not know that her hus- 
bond was living with another woman 
until she heard iv in that court. 

Barbara Sorah Lorler stated that 
ah; récognised Pulfird as the man 
who married her sister. 

Poltord, on oath, told the story of 
bis marriage in 1883 and of his wife 
going to the asy'um when she became 
insane after the child’s birth. He 
paid for her support while she was 
at the asylura, but later he lost track 
of her for a timo, Then he heard 
sho waa ot Holesworth, but his 
mother-in-law refused him admittance 
to the house and declined to tell 


Pulford added that for abyut thirty 
years he Lad bren living with an- 
other woman. ae 

The magistrates said they wero 
aatisfied thot the parties were man 
and wife, and ordtred Pulford to pay 
10s, a week, with £5 53, coats.

VARIED ANIMAL LIFE. — | 
net 


“When many are making a visit to 
the seavide it may prove useful to say 
a few words about the collection of 
sea forms of life. Inatead of aimlesaly 
wanderiag about the shore picking up 
one thing and then auother merely to 
cast away again, we should rather en- 
deavour to study and make collections 
of tho common objecta of the seashore, 

There is such a wealth of different 
forms of life in the space between the 
tide-marks that it is impossible to 
mention more than a faw of the com- 
monest forms. 

HEAPS OF SEAWEED. 

Tho first objects litely to attract 
attention in o walk along the beach 
will be the beaps of seaweed left at 
high-water aud epring-tide marks, 

For the euke of convenience sea 
weede are classed os red, gteen, ot 
brown, and these always attract the 
collector on account of their beauty, 
but several varieties are put to 
prastical use, such ag dulse, laver, 
and carrageen moss, which are eaten. 

Among the green seaweeds most 
commonly found are the wracks, the 
“bladder wrack, a coarse, dark sea- 
weed, being abundant on all our 
coasts, Ingome parte this seaweed 

ig ‘gathered for fuel and manure by 
seaside agriculturiste, who count (wo 
tons of wrack worth one ton of com- 
mon manure,” 

Again, at one timo burnt seaweed 
supplied olmost all the soda ealts 
used by the glass manufacturer, but 


thess—can—now-~be--obtained—more 

chéaply in other ways. All the three 

grea classes of seaweeds are exten- 

sively used for making kelp, the, firet 

stage in the manufacture of icdine. 
MARINE ANIMALS. 

The pools smong the rocks afford 
niver-ending amusement to those who 
watch the swarms of emall animals 
disporting themzelves, and who note 
their forms ond habits, and also the 
marvellous power of mimicry by which 
Nature cnab'cs them in some mesaure 
to escape their enemies, 

Tf we lilt up a bunch of wrack from 
the side of arock muny living forma 
which havo been eheltering thero will 
be revealed—delicate ceaweeds, shore 
crabs, anemones, onuelid or worm 
forme, bosides those lively little crus- 
taceane called sand-lica, sand-hoppere, 
or akippere. 

Whon walking among the ¢ry 
weed, these little animals are some. 
times present in such numbers that 
they causo a pattering sound as of 
rain by their cuotinuous leaps cn the 
the weed or cand, . 

‘THE ORUSTACEA, 

Almost evary rock, pool, or sand 
lagoon left by the tde will furnish 
shrimpe ot prawns, not to speak of 
the crayfizh, lobster, and the varieties 
of the crab. 

There is nothing prettier than the 
motion of 9 prawn, fur tho whole 
orenture ig 60 transparen’ that the 
beating of, the beart can be clearly 
seen ai the animal hangs motionless, 
staring ot us with his stalked eyes out 
of his prion in a glasa of water. 

The - erustacea sre usually all 

--garnivorous, and act as tho scavengers 
of {he sea, greedily devouring .any 
sort of animal matter, howover putrid, 

. All the points of a typical crustacea 
may bo made out by watching a com- 
mon prawn in o glass dish. 

The points of interest ara the black 
stony eyes, mounted on stalks, and 
the long, restlara antennm, which act 
as organs of amell, as may be seer. by 
dropping in a. tiny pieco of cockle 
within eweep of the antenam, but 
hidden from the eyes of tho animal. 

LITTLE COILS OF ‘SAND. 

Tho little coila of sand which are 
familior on,every asndy beach bet ay 
the presence of sraworms, which ars 
really. beautifu) creatures, and often 
brilliantly <Jooloured, when their 
tentacles and gills are protruded from 
the tuben and waving in tha water,

THE YBBELY BEACH. 

Tho stony part of the beach, with 
its rocks, pebbles, and remains of 
different coloured shell, is aleo worthy 
of notice, 

Indeed, tho way in which the waves 
sort out the pebblca on tho beach by 
their aize should be remembered by 
the shell-hunter, for on the banks of 
pebbles, as the tide goes down are 
shellsa—heavy sbella lying with the 
large pebbles, and lighter ehells with 
the small ones. The experienced eye 
knows exactly where to look for shells 
of a certain kind since day by day we 
can find the same kind of shell in the 
same spot. 

Shells are uanally gath-red for their 
beauty, or on accoont of the habite of 
the creatures that inhabit them, such 
as the limpet, which clings so ten- 
aciously to the rock, or the cockle and 
the razor abell, which burrow in the 
sand, 

THE WHELK AND THE BORING 8PONCE. 

Woe often find oemnil collection of 
common seashore ehelle alike only in 
one respect, namely, that each bas a 
rou.d bole bored through i‘, 

Thia is due to the fact that the 
common whelk is a tiger among its 
kind, and when it bss taken up its 
position upon the shell of another 
mollusc and commences boriag opera

Caro of Umbrollss. 

A wet umbrella, evon if only a little 
damp, shonld be opened w'de and left 
in a room to gat thoroughly dry. The 
wires should be oiled ot the hinges 
eccasionally with some light machine 
oil to prevent rust, To avoid soiling 
tho cover only a tiny drop o oil must 
be applicd to each joint at o time. 
Little and often will give the best 
resulta. Tho oil should be applied 
with a feather, ot a nartow strip of 
wood sharpened toa fine point. The 
tip of o penholder is useful for the 
purpose. An umbrella that has not 
been used for a day or two, unleas it 
is carefully put away, will certainly 


be dusty, aud should always be duated |”

CALMLY MEETS AIS DOOM. 


MURDERER'S DRAMATIO 
" FAREWELL TO HIS 
WIFE, 


Thomas Henry Allawray, the mur- 
derer of Iren Wilkins; cxpiated. his 
crime at Winchester Gaol ut cight 
o’olock in the morning. He declared 
hia innocence at an affecting farewell 
interview with his wife, 

“He walked with remarkable cell. 
poseession tho short distance that 
separated bis cell from the scaffold. 
The execu'ion waa expeditiously 
performed by Ellis and hia assistant. 

Alloway’s wife paid him o farewell 
visit on Friday, and during the eigh- 
teen minutes interview. both were in 
tears. 

Mra. Allaway asked her husband if 
he had made any statemont in regard 
to the murder, Tooking etraight in 
her eyes, and in broken tones, he ra 
plied :— 

“T om aa innocent of thie crime as 
my owa little darling Gladys.” 

He regretted that he could not sce 
Gladys, his little seven-year-old 
diughter. Mra, Allaway replied 
“ Even now I may bring her.” 

“No,” sobbed the condemned man 
“T don’t want her to havo rel» 
tions of herfather in gaol, I wan 
her to think of me as she knew me.” 

At the conclusion of the last fate- 
well there. was o dramatic pouso, 
“Well, good-bye, Tom,” said Mir. 
Alloway, 

Alter o pause and a long Icok at his 
wife Allaway replied :— 

"Good-bye. May, I am quite ready 
for to-morrow, and I shall look over 
you and little Gladys.”

Allaway was then taken back into 
tho condemned ccll.
